kantala, tbo corse of tb«> sngo DarrAsis (ont mentioned in tbo MohA* 
bhArata): and in tlie PanebarAtra. Duryodbana’s giving half tbo king¬ 
dom to the PAndavas, arc all crcatioiu of tho respcctix'o authors. Of 
such croatiuos in this pUy, tho first is introducod for hcighteiusg the ^ 
effects of pathos the second for mitigating tbo anxiety of 

Bharata and others, aitd the third for gladdening tho acqoaiatancos 
made by Srt BAoia to the hermitage. 

Looking into the compoiition of BbAsa it will bo seen that hts 
UDtivalled merit lies in tito dolincatioii of (he real naturo of things in 
their varied conditions by sweet, apt and lucid words snggestive of 
lofty ideas.

And I feel confident 
that, in this or any oUier land, at this or any other time, there will 
not bo found wanting among the eonlinnous throng of Totarioe of 
Sanskrit literature, one^haractcrisod by syinitttliotio dcsiro to help 
bis fellowmon, to fitvoB^th suoh a oominontary.

Although the epithet Riahi is applicable chiefly to seen of Vedio 
hymns, yet on aooount of the fact that the term has largely oome to 
be need in coarse of time to those to whom ooly the epithet Muni 
would be actually applieable, the epithets Mnni and Rtshi could very 
well be treated as being quite synonymons.

In oonnection with Bh&sa being regarded as a Hiahi, it may bo 
said that it is quite prtiper that usages which depart from the opera¬ 
tion of the rales of Pbpini are largely found in Bhbsa, aaio the writings 
of other Biahis; and liia woika are highly approved of by such close 
followers of Piqini as K&Iidisa, Bha{ (a B&jja and others with the 
sane regard that, they bare for the writingi of other Biahis. The 
dry word-reasoning, reconciling certain of such usages to the pre* 
ceptaof P&pini, referred to in the introduction ((>■ xliii)of the Svapna- 
nitaka ia merely an imiuttenof the twisted and attained interpreta¬ 
tion of the modern grammarians. Neither does such reasoning 
appeal to lovers of Bnoakrit. nor. on the other hand, do such usages 
cease to Iw deprived of their peculiarity itnd become coiamoo usages. 
In fact, numerous archaisms* are still found in BhAaa’s eotnpositioDS, 
which ore beyond the range of such plausible jaatiAcatioas os the 
above, and whioh esmoot be explained away ua mistakes of the aoribea. 
Hence, it ia not incompatible that Bhiaa with liis atttua as a Biabi, 
should be a forerauner In the field of BriayakAvya. ia as much as 
Vhlntki and Vy&sn are in the field of Sravyakivya- For this reason, 
the appropriateness of the imitation of Hhasa by RUidiaa wlu) 
followed him should be regarded as being well established, in the same 
manner as the appropriateness of the imitation of the writings of 
Vaimtki and Vyisa by Bb&sa who came after them.’

Further, Biipakaii, as they exhibit before us evcota which occur¬ 
red away from ns,are styled as Driiya (visible) 
compositions- The impression tlms created 
by the exhibition is the Bosa whioli highly 
capfirates the mind. It is kbit whioh learned men most desire. 
It is on this ground that a combination of only such materisla, as 
conduce to the creation of the Bom, deserves fo be introdnoed 
into the BOpakas. This is efiboted by depicting without ai^ 
effort before the minds of the obeerven, the materials taluo op 
witboat divesting them of their natural oolour. Therefore it is that 
inch of them ss could be depicted only in an urtifioial colour should 
bo discarded by poets,and the highest natural beauty of the materials

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should bo depicted. The exqtiisitenna* of tbcir iosate quolitiM should 
not bo veiled over by iaoohorsDt rbetofical JirraOiroiDens. On the other 
hand, it might be ciubollisKed in some places, when desirable, by 
appri.priato figures of speech iuwoduced with graceful ca»c. This 
method ha« been cleverly adopt-id by Bhisu, while to some extent 
by K&lidosu. Tho uUenuicce of Bhiwt are mostly riuito ulcga»»t hut 
not rhetorically polubod, while those of Kolidfisa shiuo by rhelorical 
glues. The figures of speech that liave l>raa msocI !)y Bboi» are only 
Cpauii DrwhUDta (WR!)

»iid others of the kind, which arc employed in coiiiiucm |Arlanuo by 
all. and are easily nnderstaudablo; Olid thew) too sre drawn witlwut 

cn’ort. end only in ininll numbers here and tlioto; while on th« uihoc 
hand, they are introduced by E&lid&sik with effort in iiiany 
places. Tbii will hj readily i>erccivcd by a cursory ghineo of tho 
K&vyas of the two writers nod as such, is not exemplified 
here. 

Portber, all tlw iJou>> pvruining to a dramatic com()0«ttion 
should be iiapivwtd «m ibii obscrvi’w with a nalural vividiicm by the 
elogaoce of tin- moiiUl soliloquy and of tho ooaversatiena n( the (fro* 
HMttU pertoHff . As tho sesM of the ideas conveyed should express 
the practice of the world at large, eimilarly tho language in which 
the sense ie coochod should cunfonn to the trend of daily occurroucos. 
As tho language adopted in conversations hy the people is io the 
fonu of prow, U follows titat prwo is tlie natural fonn of dramalio 
lang'uigo; while the verse fonu is nut oatural, ar it is circutuMriUd 
by tho rules of prosody. No doubt tho intruducliun. hero and thcru. 
of a few poetical pieces, as good as prose, and bettor adapted to convoy 
tho raconing, onhances the grocofulnuss of composition: and for this 
ruasoQ. poets might very well introduce, in proper places, versos <>f the 
kind show dw«ril)0d. further, soinetimos tito exquisite un^tricsl 
form uvvn tnakc* up for wliat is wanting ^in wordK and oenH:: 
prose on the <rUisr hand, ha« to be iiDi«rled sti ulegimce by the 
cxculleuce of the gracvtul arrangemeut of choice words and ideas; 
bunco it is that prose composilioii ti cunudered to bi* more difficult.

Thtrtifore it i» that ho cenAtruot'< »oinetimo Acts in liia N&tAkoN with 
nr»t u lino of verse, tor example, the 2nd and Srd Acts of Svapnu* 
n&toka and the 'iod Act of the ChArudoUa. The Ram conveyed is 
exhibited with a ctimpletonew which is merely duo to the weaving of 
the prose pieces expressing the ll’tw. if tho l^ncbarAtra contains a 
larger poHion of verse, it i>« in (loiat of lucidity noidtSitimUar to prose. 
Although KAlid&sa has followed lihAsa in his SAkimtalii in sll ways, 
yet he has not heal able to impresti on his pmsi-. tho slotup of exqiii* 
siteness timt marks the pro«c of hhA<«A. 

The reason fur this is not far to seek, (lertaioly in HbAsa's 
time, the .Sannkrit laiiguagr, like other spoken Inngnages of the time, 
luid so wide a ra<ig(< in the wiried Iracsactions of daily life, that tho 
pooU of the timo commanded a weelth of wortls elegant and well- 
suited to graphically depict their ideas The true and eKHential 
nature of tltings rerualed itself to the poets of tho time. Honoo was 
niiuu able to com[>oee without any effort shoi t easy ])rose pieces 
eoricheil with loRr ideas- During KAlidAta's time, on the 'jther 
hand, Sanskrit hsd so far strayed away from the |>ath of spokco 
languages, that words similar to three above described bad to he 
sought after, and thofXKts were uu»blo ro form original ideas as 
they gctiorally followeil the klea* of other*. It is on this aoooQOt 
that in KAIidisa's time new K&vyas were cunsiderod neither good nor 
viewed with favor and regard. Tlii* fact can be inferred from the 
following |ia««ages of the Milavikignimitra >-

depend on other writers, net to speek of later time*. It is thoreforo 
clear why the l>eaQty of tlie cooversatioat) prose which shioee in 
Dh&sa’s wyitingB ie not fvuad to the Bdkaotala. But the renowned 
poet Killdita, ambitions of winning reputation ae an author of good 
poetical competitions, at n time when new good poeLioal works were 
deplorably eoarco, fallowed with great effort the old track left by (he 
archaic writer* Vklmtki, Vy&ssaud Bhita, and. boinga geniue gifted 
with bright conoeptioot, began to write new poetioal worke (Kkeyas) 
embellkhod with a wealth of ^*'<1 images and excellenoe, well worth 
imitation by all suoeeedinn poets, and at the samo time goyorned 
himuelf b>- the rules of Pdpioi and Ohkmaba. The swoetnesaof verse 
which obtain* iu the Baghuvamsa aod otlier kindred Kkryas is en> 
ahriDwl also in the ^^ikontala in a similar or even a greater degree, 
while a natanU grace of dtcUon and exqaisitooost of ideas pre-emi- | 
nently ptsvaiU in all hb slokaa to a degree, which ie uot tar abort of \ 
that of the conpodtioM of the archaic writers. *■ 

Itmuit not be argued on account of the prevalence of this 
naturslocss of grace, that KAlidkea socoeeded 
ii»«Um iw Hh&ta only within a short interval of time. 

•»« low jj reason that, althoagb ffilid&aa 

rune into existence centories after Bhiea, 
yet impelled by a desire to imitate the writings of ancient authors, r* 
he was able (o infose into bis writings au arobaic poetio flavor, \ 
not quite dUtiogtiishablo from that of the ancient wrieinga. If 
it is not now imposaible even for a poet of the modem times, bent 
on imitating ancient writings, to instil into his prodootions an archaic 
flavor, it should much leas be impoteible to K&lid&sa who has ovor« 
lopp^ the entire community of euecaediog poets by his marvellous 
)>(<eiic genius.

of BhAsa and that of E&Ud&M should iiiea-Hure 
only a brief spncu of time. As already tnontioaod, when Sanskrit left 
the ooDversttional anna, Prakrit which followed on ilii> heels of Sans¬ 
krit shared the suite fate, and as such, tl\u Prakrit at the time of KkU- 
d&sa liad neocsaarily to conform itself to tlie Prakrit of llhA'iu’s time, 
for Prakrit being no longer a spoken dialect, could undergo oo change. 
Since K&lid&M liad of necessity to use Prakrit in his druinas ood as 
DO cliangc had tskon place in Umt dialect, bis Prakrit must uecessatily 
be similar in character to tliat of tlie ancieat N&takis: and even to 
this day, in writing no%v Nktokas, poets still succosHfully follow the 
customary pvacticoof using the Prakrit of thu kind above described. 
Thus, as the obMrvauoe of a resembUnco between Uie Prakrit used in 
a modem dramatical ooiiipoaition and the Prakrit of Kalid&sa, coaid 
nevei- go to establish that its writer should have lived closely after 
yft p.Uiut , in the same way, the observance in K&lidisa’s Kklukss of 
the Prakrit similar to that found in BblUa, oonld not justify the 
inforonee that K&lid&sa should have come into existence within a 
short interval of Ume after Bh&sa- *

In this con- 
m-ctioB it mav bo premisod that latiguage has Uirce gradual stages- 
the first b. tl»a« ill whi-h it irt freely employed in coovorsuUon from in- 
fttticy: tlic -‘ocond 'Uge i* attained when it is written a* well as spoken; 
ainl the thiid is n-aeJM-d when it c««ca to be o spoken laiigttage, 
t.uL it mcn ly employed in « ritings. The utility of grammof ia two¬ 
fold: oucis to oasily explain the forms and dorivottons of words 
current in tlie longoage : and the othor is to keep Uicin from under¬ 
going modifications in form duo tv carelcwnass. ignorance or inoapa- 
city, a* well as to pn-vcnl the entry of now word^ into tlio laiigoago- 
Tho womid mav bo includeil in I lie first: for such changes in form and 
the new wyrd> that may 1)0 intwduccd. not falling within tho ecopo of 
its riiUa, gramowr, hy ignt-ting them, nivwls Uicir innccopUibility, 
while it explains the e-tubliehed words. In the first two stages o( Uie 
growUi of a Unguage, when the current of di<oorse in daily life 
down unimpeded, tlio works oiJ gramuiar prevalent at tho time, can 
neither ariosi the mutation of foim* uking place io words nor 
preroot thu introduction of new words: for, a* giammar is merely 
confined to Uift expUnatioo of words which have at the time become 
esiabliah.sl io the various walks of hfo, it could not becone applica¬ 
ble to words which may Hubse(|uently become established in tlte 
enrr mi speech of the times posterior to its appoaraucc. For this 
rcaaou, now grauiinstical works adapting themacWca to tho course of 
spoech of tho times are then and there eoniposed. It therefore 
follow^ that no graiuun-r attains a final stage so long us (he language 
to which it pertains has not emerged from the second stage. Tho 
Inngunge. wliich has not departed from tlio current of conver- 
aaltoruil thought canuot hecono dolinud or scIUimI iu its form owing 
to the pouibilily of the subMiquont formal modification and the intro-

a language, that baa attainod its final ttage. is atao aettled and fixed; 
and the gmmmar which is applicable to a language, which has not 
reached that final 8tage,.retnains ttill nndevoinped. Thas in a series 
of mtocoMive grammatical prodoctiima, that treatise, iftcr tlw-appear* 
ancu of which, the langnago to which it rdates, ceaaos to he spoken 
bat is merely employed iu liten^' compoeitioos, can be deeuiod as 
completely developed: for. on the declino of tbeeun-ent af speech, 
which is the came for tho development,there it no scope for entertain¬ 
ing any approheniioQ lu to any fotnre clutngo oecarring in the -forms 
of words. Aa a matter of fact, sack % grammar hat to be viewed io 
the way in which settled mandatory precepts arc iiaunUy viewed. 
This is tho fact. 

The anther of the Mah&bh&shya evidently considers the 
*PaDin1ya Vy&kaiana as a settled grammar 
tuiM. of Sanskrit langnage: for ho regard* only 
the wopls recognised by it as pnre and ac¬ 
ceptable, and nil other* ns nnacccptsbls, and 
enjoiDs the nso of thoao pure words os tumtorions and denounces 
tho nto of other wopls as sscrilegiont: and these directions have 
been ecrupulonsly and reverently followed by all men. If ho were 
to consider it i>t]iera’is4! (thst the Sanskrit had not then ceased to bo 
a spoken language), ho wonld out haro made a sweeping ar,d genoml 
pronoanoenient of unworthinees with respect to words not recognised 
by P&nioi, for such a prouonneeroent woold amount to the statement 
that even all the formal ebaoges that must nereHsarily be brought in 
by the strong course of onrrent speech in the langosge are nnworthy, 
and would amount in effect only to this instruction, that the speakers 
of the language shonld so withstand the irresistible course of speech, 
that it might not give rise to any such motation of forma, or even 
if such changes take place, they should not l>e allowed to enter into 
tho language. .And this would bo quite incotuistent with tbe views 
of such revered personages who itatomlly wish for ilie growth of 
tho langnage. Kven if desired, the people could not fight against

TTioMfore it must thus be 
tssamed-—That the author of the Mil»ibhi8hj*a found thati in hi» 
thnc, the Sanskrit Uni^uage was mostly gone oat of the ourcenl of 
ordinOT)' iporcit, owing to the prevolenco in tho country of several 
other languages ia different stoges of devetopment. With no expoct* 
frtioo regarding the growth of the language in later timee, and fenc¬ 
ing Uiat it would gradiially fade away in coarse of time, he ooooeived 
tl«* idea of M) protecting the language, Uioi it might on no oceonnt 
lenva cw.i the i4ngo of Wing employed in written ooinpositioos. 
CtHisidcring that, when the people at large should, with the help of 
this Vy&karano, gain a grounding in the language from the Sanskrit 
works current at tho ticoe, and when thry should happen to write 
new works, the Sanskrit language would safely hold fast to the stage 
of being embodied in written oompositionB. the author of tbo Uahi- 
hhiUhyai with tho desire of instilling into the minds of the readers . 
a rerpeot for tlie grasp and uso of noond words, attributed morit ; 
to them on the authority of valushlo texts. The people also follow- * 
ing the said ad>'ioe entertain to (he present day that, profound . 
regard, which is commonly paid U* tbo precepts of (he vedio texts, | 
towards ]*ilnini's precepts which are characterised by a gravity due ' 
to (heir furnishing immense help in explainiog words which form 
the gronndwoik in the building sp of all fiasskrit compoeitions. So ^ 
far is therefore plain, that even daring tho age of the author of the “ 
MsbAbh&sliy-a, Sanskrit had ceased to be a spoken language, net to 
speak of thi* time of Kl&idlUa. 


The question how Prakrit caassd to be employed in oonver- ^ 
saliooal spoeob has now to ba answered. It * 
a Vmkrii tad «*m« 4 argod that, whea Sanskrit ceased to j 

iTtilr *f spoken languige. Prakrit which was 

devuloping side by side with it, also shared 
a similar fato* How Prakrit oame to develop iteelf tide by side 
with the Sanskrit language, may now be enquired. In this cem- 
DcetioD, the seqneoce of the origin of Sanskrit and of Prakrit may bo 
eonxidered Althoogh there is a school of thought which has gained 
favoor with orthodox scholars, that Sanskrit most bs regarded as 
eternal (haring no origin) oo aooonnt of the ftict that Sanskrit words 
are embodied in the Vedas which are eternal, sttP, if it is to be infer¬ 
red that.in virtoeof its being a language not different from theoiher 
languagos, it »hcnld also hare sprung op mth an origin and gradual¬ 
ly deTeIo(Md, then th»-ro ia a royal toid leading to (he inference. 


Tn ancJcot tinwia, t?»oro wag souio unkoown ianjfiugo current 
•tnong tbo people, which they employed for 
Tk* of BMtkrti. the purpose of communicating Ihoir i^eaa 
eiuoDg tlioinBclvcii, in rc<iM!ci of tlioii' sheer 
phyaical roquirumenk'. In tlie gnwl*in) ilevolopiuont of tbo conver- 
Wional faculty of t)ie. pimple, it Ixjgau to spread, and whenever Uic 
iotolligent ainong tho people to discovor, hy ll)«r own elTorle, 

now thing*, one after onother, Iwth spirltnal and materiol, <*pol)le of 
Wing onjoyod or discorded, ootl al^o to found new Moboobi of Ihcught, 
and when thoy evinced a desire to make their fellowmon and thoee 
who would be bom after tltcm, aoQiiainted with the reaults of tholr 
labour and tho means of discovering such objects and developing 
their form, quality and utility, then in Uio same language they began 
to ooinpoM vrorka on these subjects. Thus by a aeries of succeMive 
generations of men gifted with intelligence, a series of discoveries 
of novel objects and consequently a aeries of successive new works 
treating of tho attainment of the said objoeta, 1>egan to come into 
existooce and gradoally became wide-spresd. While tho state of 
oompositioD stood tliur, a moltiplioity of radnoinenta had entered 
into the language, which would never havo been the case, if the lam 
gnage iiad remained merely a spoken tongue. In the written com- 
posations again no pains were sparod to convey the maximum of 
thought in tho minimum of vrords, to avoid their repetition, to choose 
appropriate and hap)>y words and to arrange them grooefuUy. As 
new thoughts were snecassively l)om oi the more intelligent heads, 
nevr words too come in thousands into the language. ICIegaiit styles 
of exposition also adorned the language. Thus blending togother 
tho bterary compositions and tlie oral speech, eoeh of which helped 
the dovotopiiieat of the other,*a certain branch of tbe original tongue 
gradoally attained tbe highest rndnomeat in all the woids, which 
branch was the one embraced by the intelligent eommunity above 
spoken of, their deecondaots and thoM that looked up to them for 
goidanoe and direoiion. And this, I think, U called ‘Samskrita’, 
refined), from the refinements aecnred to it by tbe steadily coatmnod 
effort* of generations of intelligent heads. Of the generalily of tbe 
people of thr>ai> days, sueh of them as were poor in iotelleet or did 
not take oarc to be guided by the more intellectual of them, carried. 
on their diaconraes in the original language itself, in wbio1» there 
begM toeing up many new words which are tbe OAtorai oatooOM qf 
tbe spread of Uieir diaooursos ie daily life,sod many exoelleuoM due to 



tho »c qo&intftnco with thr Sanukrita*i«poakiQg people: and tliese 
developod by pradaal decrees. Tboe front the original root langu* 
age, •cote non^HanfOcrit bnincbM also epnng tip. The Sanskrit, 
on aoooont of the sterling nature of the refinement it bad under* 
gone, and on account of tbe settled nature of the written works 
•tndied by tboeo derirons of cuUirating its kiowledge, esrae to be 
spoken in th: dilFetPo: coontries without any change in its form, 
Tho otb<‘r branch Uognages, not bein^ faronred by the two facts 
aliovc montiniuHl. raine to bespoken in different forms in difforent 
countries, end to dorivi* their ideas from Sanskrit itaolf. tienoe 
Sanskrit nxs vi«n*ed ns n iintdol by other noa*Sanikrit langaa^rs in 
all mnnnor ef way#—in rosiiect of werds and in respect of sense, 
aad camo to be regarded as the noarisher of the said laognagos: 
and by virtue of this cbaractcristir, it ever deserves to be styled as 
the '•Mother* of the said langiwges. Thus most have been the 
probable branching of tbe original root language. 

Another kind nf a language was prevalent which innti oeces* 
Mtrily liave come into existence during the 
TVMtgU<<r PniVw. times when Sanskrit waa wielding niidisputed 
sway in the field of speech- Sanskrit was 
spoken well by men. well educated in it, and with some slight differ* 
Mce by those who were loss educated in it, but never well by mon 
wbo were not taught in it* Women also mostly by their want of 
training in tlie latignsge wert> not able to pronounco tbe Sanskrit 
words in (he proper lannuer, as siso children. Hence in the tongue 
uf tlie illiterate, Stoskrit. came to be pronounced in a slightly or 
largely modified form according to (he difference of their relative 
want of capodty. This modified or rather itmtilated form of Sanskrit 
is called I^krit on account of its being denved from Sanskrit, its 
Trakrili' or origin. This Prskrit wliioh wavspokoo by the nnodiicatcd 
men and women of all oastes, no account of tho contact with the 
discuureee carried on b>- tbe edacated people of the four castes, did 
not undergo vor>- grest modifications, and as such, is tbe best of its 
kind- That which was spoken by men and women nutsido tbe pals 
of tho four castes who were not moving with educated classes, was 
loucb more corrupted on account of their Uttle acquaintance with the 
odufiftlrd, und greater acqu-intance with those who were speaking the 
best kind of Prakrit referred to above, and on account of the contact 
with tho** who were speakiog non-Sanskrit pff-shoote of the original 
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rcK>l lan^iuigu uKiitiunod ab>jve- Vor lUis reason, tbts Prakrit is 
not puro- This ngain bcciuuti prubably sub^ividud into sOTCval 
brandies on aooount of the differKwoo in proportion of tlic cliungos 
uiidorguDc tv a Urge extoiit when comporod with the I’mkrit in Uio 
purest form, and uQ accoiiut of their buiOfj dorivod from Prakrit, 
tlivir origin- llieao are explained in tliu gnuuuiatiuel wuriu on 
Prakrit *. Thus with (lie spread ul Sanskrit as a spoken laiiguugc, 
it must neoesxariiy be taken that Prakrit aUo developed, side by sida 
with ir. in the held of speeuh. adapting itself to Sanskrit so closely 
as if it were the ahadvw of Ifaoothsr. Such l>ciog tho case, it sbuatd 
1)0 anderstovd, that wlion the current of du'.'oarsc in tho Sanskrit 
language deolinrHl, the eurtentof disouiirse in tlie Prakrit also do* 
clined: and folUnving tho fate which o^ittook the origiiud Sanskrit, 
its shadow Pnikrit also dopnrt-xl from the field of s|)okvD language 
AVhon tho Sanakrit-«])eak!ng people wincod « deeito to oatertain 
themselves with tho art of dramatic pcrfotuiaiicw, they began to 
ouMKtruct dnunntiual coiupiv>{tiuus suited to their laxtiK. As Uiu 
ianituagu of the avtoD in the Biipak-as had luturatly to vonfcTiu 
itaclf to that in daily life, that Prakrit which wok ourouwnly employ* 
od by women and others la thrir respective discoui-sos in life, came 
to be Qsod by them in the Bhpnkos a>- well. As to tlio fact tliat 
people diverted tlioinsi'Ivcs with enjoying diamstic ttcrforinufleeK 
during tho tioios when Sanskrit wus the apokon language, no duubt 
need bo entertained: for, from the twoSntraa of PAnici,

When sotDO of the Saoskrit-opoaking and Prakrit-speaking people 
piofosHod Buddliiun and intermingled with (hose who had already 
been BaddbisU, tlvon ao irregular admixture of 8aD«krit and Pra¬ 
krit with the raid lauguago look place. Further the speakers of tho 
said language began to introduce deJiberatoly into it an admixturo 
of Sanskrit on account uf its capacity to imparl a peculiar grace 
to tlte language, just as it it* done in Tuluga, Malayalam and other 
VeriMcalM-s. Tberefore, it is bat proper that it should cooKist of a 
large propurtion of Sanskrit aol posMSS a siuiilavity to Frakrit-and 
uoithvr is it IVakrit itecifi oor Prakrit in ite earlier form, nor Prakrit 
in its laUT Ktage, but (juite a different dialect from Prakrit. Only 
on aecf>uQt of its reeemblanoe to Prakrit could ths tcrui Prakrit be 
applied to it. Be it as it may, whether it was spoken by the 
people in Asokn's tiuieN or whether it was employed merely in 
the Buddbi^lic writicg4>, osrtaiuly it oommsaded a high respect 
at tlw hands of the Duddhisls of tliu time. It might also well 
ho tlint, oven daring the time foUowing that of Asoka, tlio said 
laiigoage uos, by mxuo Buddhist poet oitlier attracted by a love of 
Ute lunguagu or out of miwe curiosity, faaoifnil/ employed along 
witiv Sanskrit in some diuuatio compenlioas of his own. In ahy 
way in the Biipakas written by poete who k^t abreast of the ourrent 
of the Sanskrit tongne in speech and writii^ only that Prakrit which 
is counterpart of Sanskrit os already exploited, should have been 
employed along with Sanskrit. It sboald not here bo forgotten that 
the same method was, as alioady *stated, followed by poets who Urod 
at the time of tho deolinu of Sanskrit, as a spoken language.

to enlightened scholars. If they do not win the favoiur of ealightencd 
scholars, how could tho public chorish any liking for them, acd 
still more, how could the poet attain any reputation when it depends 
on popular opinion ‘f Un the contrary, he would be treated with 
derision by the public, and, if he is a believer in tbo •S&stra which
